THE STOR'f' or THE CRIME 

is one of the most curious on record. 
On the 19th October, 1878, the Banc* 
Nazionale had to send three portman- 
teaus filled with bunk notes from their 
branch ofiices at Ancoiia to their Genoa 
brunch. The total value of the notes 
was ti.rjOO.OOO lire, of which 2,400,000 
was contained in one grev portmanteau. 
To guard against robbery or accident, 
three bank employes — the cashier, call- 
ed Melini, a clerk named Albertini, 
and Tanglierlini, u portei- — were detail- 
ed to eacort the notu.H to their destin- 
ation. In due course the escort started 
with the treasure. The next morning 
the portmanteaus reached Genoa, were 
opened and their content a examined. 
The tirst two were in order. Uii open- 
ing the third, however, which nIiouUI 
Lave contained '.1, 100,000 lire, it, was

Baccarini, who was unquestionalily one 
of the prime instigators of the crime, 
blij>i)ed through the lingers of justice 
by dying. Mellini, about the same 
time, was releaseil, and at the third 
trial in Rome, Lorenzetti, whom pub- 
lic opinion had from the first branded 
as guilty, was, thank.s to iho my.stcii- 
OUB leniency of the judges, iiIhu re- 
leased; while with the rent of tlin pri 
Moners the unhappy porter, 'runghci- 
lini, ngainst whom the .eviilenco waa 
quite unconvincing, was sentenced to 
twelve years' hard labor. The verdict 
roused a storm of indignation and kill- 
ed Tanglierlini's mother. Mefore she 
died, however, slie wrote to the Minis- 
ter of .Justice denouncing Loruiizetti. 
After his acijuittal Loren/.etti returned 
to his native towni Ancona, w her>) he 
found himself shunned by hiti neigh 
bors.

Eighteen 
yeara ago the traveler who made the tri[) 
frum Viotoriik to Montreal iu six weok« 
(includinj; stoppages) hub douined u for- 
tunutu porsDii. Suvotitaun ycnrn ago 
when the Oeult'ul und Union I'ueiliu litiub 
wera compluted, the timn was oliortonod 
to eleven days. In 1883 the Northern 
Paoifio Company befi^an to run throuj,;h 
trains and the trip wa« reduoed to eight 
tlays. But now we have a lino of railway 
OitendinK througli Britioh territory over 
which a pasBenger ia wliiakod from ocudu 
to ocean in five days and aeventenn hours. 
It(i^ema almost inoredible that in a per- 
iod'ctrtim^d covered by leas than half a 
KeaeratioD so great a ohango in the faoili- 
ties of travoling has been effected. Time 
chaogea not only (he relations of one peo- 
ple with. another, but iho very aspect and 
nature of oountries in the proijruasion thnt 
is due to civilizatioti and the energies of 
an enterprisinf^ a^ja, aru fust developing the 
immense belts of land which atretch fruni 
the east to the weal. It ia not much more 
than a deoade ago since travel aoross the 
first transcontinental line — the Union 
Pacifio — WBs Lilt>?ndr(l by poaitivo diuigar, 
owing to tlio honuiity uf thti r«d men, 
through whose Im rilory Iho line had oc- 
oaiion to pass. iiut ouatom and the ad- 
vantages that the new order of thin)(s 
brought about soon softened this asperity 
and the Union Paoific became, not a 
road exposed to many of the dangera that 
beaet the old "prairie Bhips" of '-ly, ljut a 
safe, oommodions anil puiiL'l u :U route of 
western travel — uni'iue, and an exeuiplili 
oation of the success which crowns true 
businosB onterprise. But the prosperity 
which the line enjoyed was not long to be j 
snffered au a monopoly. The name and

Among tho tirst hotol-keepora who e-slah- 
liahud Uiemselves at Victori>viii Irii'iS wore 
Manciut &. Bigne, who built the French 
Hotel on tho site uow occupied by the 
Spencer Arcade. The hotel was destroyed 
by lire in 1868, and a brick and atone 
edilice >^took its place. The firm then 
opened thu St. (loorgo Holelat I'ortlaiid, 
and prospered until 1881, when Maiiciot 
died, leaving hia wife and Bigne im co- 
executors of tho estate, lii 18fi"J Mrs. 
Manoiet died, and Bigne has since con - 
tinued the business, and failed to wind- 
up the estate. A few days ago Rachaul 
I'alica Munciet, one of the lieim, filed a 
petition in court at i'ortland for the re- 
moval of Bigne from tho poaitioii of 
e.xecutor. Ttio petitmiior ullegea that 
Bigiio lias been unfaithful to his trust; 
that the partuership, which has never 
>been dissolved, and a part of the debts of 
I^Iauciet, were liigno's in part, and that 
ho neglectod to include in tho inventory 
liia share of the liabilitiea. In conao- 
((ueiice iheroof the interest of Pierre 
iSlanciel In aaid huainoaa was never ap- 
piaiseil; that Bigne claims that a large 
portion of the property in hia, and ho has 
a large individual interest therein; that 
many of (he debts are his, but he intends 
paying them nut of tho estate; that lia 
claim.H to own a large claim against tho 
estate autlieiont to swidlnw all the pro- 
[lerty; that ever siuco tho death of Pierro 
Manciet, Bigne has receivud all thu pre- 
ueedB and rents of the property; that he 
was not authorized by the will to carry mi 
the partnership busincsa; that during the

APrettv.Littlb Sheet of Water, and 
THAT IL All. 

A, few days after leaving Venice I 
found raygelf on tlie shores, or batiks— 

1 hardly know wliioh is the cori'oct 
tdrin— of Lake Oonio, writes ii corres- 
liQiuloiit of the Han l""r:inciijco Chronicle. 
Jt is a very [jretty sheet of wiiler, liut 
there, are many lakes in America quite 
as beautiful if less historical iuterestiiig 
and less favored as to climate. Travel- 
ens stojiping at Milan do not always 
secni to be aware I hut they are so near 
to l.,ake Como, and consequently fail 
to visit it, wliich i.s an error, By get- 
ting up at an unjourualistic hour in 
Ibe iuorn]ngi and taking a circular 
ticket, one can go to- Oomo, which oc- 
cupies about an hour. Ilorii lie tukoB u 
HtoaniPr"-it is quite unnecessary to nay 
a little steamer, since big oncM do not 
oxist in Euro|)o--and Ik canveyed to 
Bellagio, where ho hsB two oi' tiiree 
hours for observation. Then ho takcH 
another steamer equally Biiiull, and 
without going to Colico, at the further 
end— a name what choleraic sound-- 
he turns down the other arm, and iit 
Lecco boards a train whi(;h brings him 
back to Milan by dinner-time. It is 
time enough to see everything of spo 
cial interest, unless he desires to take 
up biaabode in this quiet retreat, where 
he caii have an occasional whiff of the 
mountain air, even in midHUuiiuer, and 
a sight of the Hnow.'i that forever whiten 
the higher peaks of the Aljia, It may 
uitereut the classical scholar to bo re- 
minded that the Honiana lived and 
cultivated the soil about Lake Ooinu, 
and that a noble Koman of distinction, 
who might have been Henejca if be was 
not another, had a villa on its shores. 
Villa is a better term here than |inlace, 
the granililoquent word nseil by L'>ul- 
wer in his intlated jiluy, "The l.ady of 
Lyons." 

Much of the lake is so narrow that, 
as the .steamer ripple.sin quiet waten, 
you can almost xhrow a mIoiio on to 
either Ijftnk, aiicl thi- \i.sit(ii' who re- 
uieinberH t Maude .'ind Pauline soan.s at 
tentively the littlo valleys and the sttM'|i 
hillaidea that Room to disappear in the 
clouds, if perchance he may discover a 
palace liko that which the deceitful lov 
er described in such glowing terms to 
his euraptured Inamorata, lie remarks 
nothing lliat coi-responils to the rhetori- 
cal architectural ilutails of liulwer. 

There are .syme very pretty re.si- 
dences along the bauk.s, nestling in val- 
leys, half hidden by foliage, but none 
that can be called, with any propriety 
of speech, a palace. Town.s and village.s 
>ibouiul along the entire length of the 
lake, which is tliirtv Lwo niilea, though 
it seems hardly jio.srtililQ for them to 
cling to the sleep hillsides, and they 
are all of Italian type, with some vari- 
ations introduced by foreign residents. 
Coino has '22,000 inhabitants, C'ornobb 
7'20, Bellagio 2, T-t"), Menaggio 1,270, 
Colico ;?,22"9, l.ecco 7,0-tO. The other 
towns and villages are generally small- 
er. The vine is cultivated on the liill- 
sides, and very good wine is made at 
Bellagio, whose reputation, however, 
hardly transcends the horizon of tlie 
lake. The olive, which grows in a 
gnarled and contracted fashion, since 
it finds the clini.iLe .soinewliat liosjiit- 
able, brightens the steep slopes with its 
bright green foliage. The lake has a 
strange pecularity. Having no sufficient 
outlet it is subject to inundations when 
ever unusual rains are precipitated on 
its capacious watershed and run od 
quickly into it. One of thesu, aljunt u 
year ago, threatened to do serious dain- 
agb to L'omo. 

The ])0eta have l>(*en really, or baTO 
professed to bo singularlyinM[)iredl)y thu 
marvelous beauties of Lake Uomo, 1 
happened to remember some lines of a 
pretty, but rather meaningless poem, 
whose burden was tlm following coup- 
let:

Of course the poet did nothing of

gio, there being so many aggio;) and eg- 
gioB in Italy that the mind gets quite 
perplexed in trying to disnntangla 
them. There was certainly notliing in 
Bellagio that could lio called a rose 
garden in the sense in wliii li the t'er- 
sian poets used the term, nor even as 
a Californian reared in a land of roses, 
would understaiul it, and i could not 
conceive that Menaggio, which 1 could 
see a mile or so off on the other sidn, 
had any more luxurious floral accesor- 
ies, Gardens there .were, but they wore 
in no wise remarkable, ami the roses 
or rose bushes in tlieni wimc not abund- 
ant. It thus that tilt! jioeta iKsgiiile the 
people with their vain imaginings! 
Bulwer had seen a great many palucos 
before he _wrole, but it in not certain 
that ho had then seen Lake t'omo, 
while the other rliyniestei- may have 
seen tho lake, but canin from a hiiiil 
where one rose made a .luminer, aiul 
the few in its gardens seemed a jirufn 
sinn. 

Lake Conio is in its way quiet and 
beautiful. It is really a place of retiro- 
ment and repos.', where the native life 
is dull anil silent, foreigners cuine 
rather to add to the fcpiiet ihiin to dis- 
lui-li it. The passage of the :-teainer is 
a little feature of activity in the land- 
vcape. Its landing at the wliarves of the 
tranquil villages, with the hustle of ar 
rival and departure, are the uniniport- 
ant events which give the day all tiiiit 
it haH of healthy exritemiiiii. In winter 
its uii's must lie chilling -lud its towns 
uud villages absolutely cold and deail. 
la, summer its attractions are all se«ii 
at their best, and for itself, as well us 
for' its as.sciatinns, no tourist should 
over piiBs HO near as Milan without 
giving it a visit.
